Gainsborough, a sketch of Mrs. Sid- 
dons, the English actress, which 
was knocked down to W. H. Bixby 
for $3,000. Bixby also purchased a 
number of other paintings. Cook 
purchased the Gainsborough ‘thirty- 
five years ago for $1,000. 

Sir Joshua Reynolds’ ‘“‘Portrait of 
a Lady” brought the next highest 
price, $2,850, which was paid by Max 
Saffron of the St. Louis Art Gal- 
lery. The portrait is considered a 
£ood example of the artist’s work. 

Jerome’s:‘‘Moorish Bath,’ aboyt 
the only nude in the collection, went 
to Bixby for $1300, and Bixby also
